Teſftament'is, there muſt of neceſliry-be 
the Death of the Teſtatalgit: being of 
no force while he liveth. "So that with- 
out ſhedding Chri/?*s real'Blood even un» 
to Death, there's no :remiffion of Sims 
Whereby ir's evident, Chriff*s Body and 
Blood eaten anddrankat the laſt Supper, 
was but Figurative, not - being a ſuffici- 
ent Teſtament to remir Sin : And Chrif 
being now in Glory, and never: more to 
be known in the Fleſh, 1'*% impoſlible, as 


1 his Body and Blood was never carnally 


eaten and drank, ſo never is nor never 
ſhall be.
